ft was not a p assing incident, 
however, for in ail the throe s of its 
necessities was born the Hallw ay Mail 
Service, which now emp loys almost ten 
thou sand men, and is one of t he swift­ 
est and m osthighly develop ed m achines 
in the whole m echanism of t he Federal 
Coverm ent. 
Its installation m a rk e d a 
new era in t he m ove m e nt of 
bu siness 
and in -oeial intercou rse. T he tu nning 
of the first “ tra ve ling p ost-oflice” over 
the old Dixon Air Line Railroad in Ill­ 
inois, in A u gu st 1861, w as a significant 
and su ccessfu l effort of t he Am erican 
mind to keep step with t he swift p ace 
of modern p rogress, 
if the economy of 
time effected 
by this sim p le means 
were stru ck from the bu siness c a le nd a r 
of the United States today, the world 
of affairs wou ld feel t he shock almost 
as k eeu iy as if every t e le gr a p h 
and 
telep hone instru m e nt 
were su ddenly 
stilled,and the cry wou ld gou p tha t the 
cou ntry had been set b a c k 
a hu ndred 
year-.

T he amou nt was borrowed to bu ild the 
eighty-five mile road from Nelson to 
P eoria and to equ ip it. 
T he ra te of interest is low. being bu t

able in gold coin semi-annu ally. 
T he ins tr u m e nt is dated 
M arch 1, 
19 01. and exp ires M arch 1, 19 26. 
T he 
original d ocu m ent is here, while a d u ­
